The sounding out process 
among 


congressman has been going on ever 
since it became apparent that Russia 
would be represented at the Genoa 
conference. 
I>etters which combine 


adroitly suggestion and inquiry have 
been received by a number of mem- 
bers of house and senate. The letters 
in most cases have come from consti- 
tuents of the legislators—big business 
men in their home states. 
In all of 


them is the suggestion that Russia 
is a fertile field for 
American 
pro- 


gress. 


SHOULD LEAD WAY 


Discussing Russian recognition Sat- 


urday. Senator, Borah, Idaho, said it 
seemed unforunate to him that this 
covernment has not already shown 
the way to other governments. 
He 


said that the initiator of the step will 
reap from it more prestige in Russia 
than those nations Which accord rec- 
ognition afterward. 


If Russia is to be recognized, and 


that seems to Borah to be inevitable 
as an economic certainty, the TInited 
States ought to be the first nation to 
do it, in his opinion. 


LESS OBJECTION 


Inquiry in the senate reveals th.it 


there is much less objection today to 
recognizing the soviet regime 
than 


there was a year ago. 
Insistent re- 


ports that German. Swedish, English 
and other merchants have been get- 
ting into the field and 
that 
they 


have been well treated, has had con- 
siderable effect. 


While the recognition of the Soviets 


would not in itself require senatorial 
or congressional .sanction, approval of 
the step would doubtless be desired 
1>y the administration.

take virtually no part in the congres- 
sional campaigns this fall. 


This w;:s the belief in political cir- 


cles here as the result of the broach 
between the former president and his 
former-sccretan1, Joseph P. Tumulty, 
growing 
out 
of tho dispute as to 


whether Tumulty wa.s authorized to 
convey a message from Wilson to the 
recent Jeffersonian banquet in New 
York. 


From sources considered close to 


the former president, it was learned 
Wilson's action in repudiating 
the 


message Tumulty gave the banquet- 
ers was not taken with any design to 
check a toom for James M. Cox in 
1024, 
or to aid William G. McAdoo, 


but to make it clear that he. is not 
abandoning his determination to keep 
out of politics. 


Wilson may got back into politics 


before the next presidential election, 
some of his friends believe. 
Others 


think he will never retuin to the 
political ring. But nil agree that he 
still docs not consider 
the present 


time ripe for 
reentry and that he 


does not intend to "get into" Ihc con- 
Rressional campaign. 


Wilson's greatest desire is to pet 


the United States into the league of 
nations and he realizes that even if 
the Democrats won a great victory in 
the 
congressional 
elections 
that 


would probably not take this country 
into the league. 
The 
Democrats 


must 
place a pro-leaguer 
in 
the 


White house to accomplish that end. 


Both Wilson and Tumulty continue 


to maintain a silence over the breach. 
Sympathy in political circles here is 
with Tumulty.

The new Hughes 
note—it may be 


more strictly said to be merely a com- 
munication because of the absence of 
diplomatic relations—is believed 
to 


have been dispatched Friday. 


It was addressed to George T. Sum- 


i merlin, American charge d'affaires in 
Mexico City for communication to For- 
eign Minister Pani of Mexico. 
This 


note was in reply to a communication 
from Pani and both these are a part of 
the negotiations thai have been going 
on for some time between Washing- 
ton and Mexico City in an attempt to 
secure a basis of agreement between 
the United States in Mexico. 


This exchange of communications is 


said to have shown a most concilia 
tory spirit on the part of the two gov- 
ernments and to have indicated that 
the United States 
nnd Mexico will 


soon come to an agreement over con 
troversial questions. 


While Hughes' note is understood 


to have expressed the hope and de- 
sire of the American government for 
an early resumption of relations with 
Mexico, it is said that another warn- 
ing is given in the note that there can 
be no recognition with a continuance 
of a confiscatory policy in Mexico.

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THE TARIFF AS A TAX 


Shoe manufacturers and dealers esti- 


mate that the proposed duty on hides un- 
der the Fordney tariff bill would add from 
$100.000.000 to $150.000.000 an- 
nually to America's boot and shoe bill. 
They assert, and with plausible argument, 
lhat. the farmer will get no benefit from the 
duty on hides. Even if he should receive 
slightly more for his cattle, the amount 
•would be more than offsef by the increase 
in the cost of shoes and other leather 
goods. 


It is estimated by fhe i.irmers of the 


"bill themselves that it will yield from 
$300,000.000 to $350.000.000 in 
revenue. 
If the shoe manufacturers and 


dealers are correct, from one-third to a 
half of the total revenue will be paid 
by American shoe consumers alone. 


But 1his is not all. At present wool is 


admitted free. 
Under the Forduey bill 


there is a basic rate of twenty-five cents 
per pound, increased by the senate finance 
committee to about thirty-three cents, the 
identical rate carried by thf notori< us 
schedule Iv of the Payne-Aldrieh act. 
Thus we are to go hack to a tariff on wool 
that President Taft admitted was ''inde- 
fensible" and that helped more than any 
other one item to discredit the Republi- 
can party's reactionary tariff policy. The 
senate puts a duty of seveu cents on long 
staple cotton which Mr. Fordney is ready 
to concede ought to come in free. 
It is of 


course obvious that a duty on cotton is ut- 
terly without a. reason, since cotton is one 
of our chief articles of export. 


The Fordney tariff of twenty-five cents 


on wheat is raised to thirty cents a bushel. 
although a year under the emergency 
tariff bill has shown that the duty on 
wheat was of no value to the farmers and 
that under it Canadian wheat actully 
advanced in price while American wheat 
went down. The duty is put back on steel 
rails. 
The tax on tobacco is increased 


abont fifty per cent over both the Under- 
wood and Payne-Aldrich schedules. 


It perhaps is not an exaggeration to say 


that the bulk if not all of the increased 
revenue derived by the government from 
this bill will be paid by the American con- 
sumer in the two items of clothes and 
shoes alone. In the aggregate the tax on 
"the consumer will be far in excess of the 


* revenue derived by the government and it 


remains to be shown that there is a single 
industry in .the United States of any size 
lhat is menaced by the protection or lack 
of protection now received under the Un- 
iderwood act. 


"When the Payne-Aldrich tariff law was 


•enacted the United States was a debtor 
. nation. 
It imported more than it ex- 


ported. In the years just before the war 
the trade balance turned in our favor ancj 
•we became a creditor nation in our world 
commerce. 
Throughout the Avar we re- 


mained a creditor nation, and we arc still 
so today. Most'of our Avorld customers 
are already debtor to us. and if we ever 
expect them to pay what they owe. as well 
as future balances, it is self-evident that 
as a creditor nation AVC must buy heavily 
abroad. There is no other Avay in Avhich 
Ave can sell and get our money. 


Yet 'it is the purpose of congress, as 


evidenced in the Fordney and senate bills, 
to disregard these outstanding facts and 
•to attempt to repeal economic law for the 
benefit of certain industries. 
Our indus- 


trial depression is not due to lack of tariff. 
but lack of markets. 
A protective tariff 


•which goes beyond the limits of the notori- 
ous Payne-Aldrich act will never create 
markets. 
On the contrary it Avill throttle 


-them. 
So far as tJhe farmer is concerned 


his prosperity is dependent upon Ihe Eu- 
ropean market for American foodstuffs. 
iWhen that revives American agriculture. 
| revives. Before its recent revival western 


i farmers Avere burning corn while iho 
Europeans were dying from starvation. 


Up to this time nothing has been od- 


.(duced to show that a restoration of ultra 


protection would benefit the country in 
the slightest degree. On the contrary there 
is every reason to believe that it will be 
commercially detrimental and that it Avill 
jufict a burdensome and useless tax on the. 
consumer. 


SHOULD KEEP THEIR HANDS 


OFF NAVY 


When the Arms conference at Washing- 


ton concluded a treaty establishing a naval 
ratio of five-five-three for the United 
Suites, Great Britain and Japan, it Avas 
understood that the American navy would 
be maintained at that ratio. 


The "little navy'1 men in congress in 


their scheme to cut the navy personnel 
from 102.000 officers a.ud men to 73,000, 
propose in effect to disregard the ratio 
fixed by the Anns conference, and to es- 
tablish a basis that Avould m reality give 
the United States a navy inferior to that 
of both Great Britain and Japan. 
The 


American people will not approve of such 
a step. 
The basis of strength agreed 


upon in the disarmament treaty is agree- 
able to this nation. 
The people are Avell 


satisfied with the heavy reduction in uaA-y 
outlay and maintenance it will automat- 
ically bring about. 


\Vhen the ratio of five-five-three was 


asrreed upon it was understood the ships 
it provided for Avould be manned 
and 


would comprise the navies of the respec- 
tive signatories. 
The "little naA-y'' men 


would disregard this by the drastic cut 
in personnel, for it is obvious that ships 
are useless without men. 


The president, the secretary of state, 


the secretary of the naA-y, the general 
board of the navy- an<* aU tnose officially 
responsible for maintaining naval defense, 
are a unit against the threatened action 
by congress. 
That they have the better 


appreciation of our national interests and 
defense requirements there can be no 
doubt. 
The me.n who Avould overrule 


their policies in congress are sentimental- 
ists and theorists. They should keep their 
hands off the naA-y. 


FRANCE AT GENOA 


The distinctions raised at the Genoa 


conference between matters economic and 
matters political are too fine to be seen 
Avith the naked eye. 
France objects to 


consideration of land armament on -the 
ground that it is not in the agenda and on 
the further ground that, it is political, 
Avhilc the conference is "purely eco- 
nomic.'' 


It is apparent, hoAvever. that this is a 


distinction without a. difference. 
Land 


disarmament is as much economic as it is 
political: it should be more. The inflated 
armies of Fairope always have been a.nd 
still are the prime cause of its financial 
difficulties. 
They are the chief barriers in 


the Avay of a return to prosperity and of 
the discharge of its international obliga- 
tions. 


It was France Avhich al the Arms con- 


ference asserted that the large bolshevik 
armies Avere a barrier to land disarma- 
ment. 
Now Paissia comes forward and 


proposes to disband her armies on the con- 
dition of general military reductions. 
Disarmament in Russia would mean dis- 
armament in Poland. 
Rouinania 
and 


throughout the Balkans. 
It should re- 


lieA'e the potential menace to France. 


The American people sympathize fully 


with France jn her determination to pro- 
tect herself in the future. 
Ilor experi- 


ences of the past, both in the Avar of 
1870 and in the World war when 1.500,- 
000 of her best men were slaughtered, 
are sufficient 'justification for France to 
look well to her security. 


But at the same time there is a point 


beyond Avhir-h it will be unwise and hurt- 
ful to her to carry her precautions. 
She 


must be reasonable in the exorcise of her 
unquestionable right of self-preservation. 
She must accept her obligation to cooper- 
ate Avith the rest of Europe for the preser- 
vation of peace- and for its economic recov- 
ery. 
To refuse such assistance is both a 


menace to peace and an obstacle to .Eu- 
rope's rest oral ion. 


Because armament and reparations are 


not cover"'! in the agenda is no reason 
why they nhould not bo discussed. 
Nec- 


essity is a greater 
forcn 
than 
fonn. 


"Whether Russia can be taken at her word 
or not is another matter. 
If the confer- 


ees feel that .she cannot, they can protect 
themselves by demanding 
guarantees. 


Certainly Russia's proposal is too im- 
portant to be ignored.

THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT

Well Exercises which I modestly designate as the 
Brady Symphony, a veritable army wrote in for 
copies. I wonder how many of them are still play- 
ng the symphony on the old metabolism? A con- 
siderable number of those who wanted copies asked 
for the "revised" symphony.

hasn't been published. I have merely added two 
new movements, No. 13, which I described in the 
ast talk on the subject, and No. 14, which 1 shall 
describe now. There are still a number of copies 
of the better metabolism symphony on hand, and a 
copy will be mailed to any reader who needs to be 
coaxed to indulge in a reasonable amount of exer- 
cise every morning or evening, provided a stamped, 
addressed envelope is inclosed with the request and 
no other subject is discussed in the letter to Dr.

The fourteenth movement is taken in the same 


posture as that of No. 12. that, is, supine, with the 
lands on the floor, beside the hips. Without lift- 
ng head or shoulders from the floor, breathe in 
and at the some time lift both legs up to the ver- 
tical, but do ndt stop there; keep the legs moving 
straight over and flex at hips and iuiees as tightly 
as you can, so that the thighs press down upon the 
belly, then immediately straighten the legs up to 
vertical again, at the some time breathing out, and 
return the legs to the starting position.

FRANCE AND TREATY RESER- 


VATIONS 


"No doubt there will be indigna- 


tion in the senate that any 
other 


power should assume to make reser- 
vations to a treaty signed by 
the 


United States," suggests tho 
New 


York TIMES, (Ind. Dom.), in leading 
the general chorus 
of 
somewhat 


amazed discussion which has follow- 
ed the word from Paris that a strong 
"reservationlst party" has made its 
appearance in the chamber of dep- 
uties. There generally is voiced in 
the editorial analysis of the news an 
undercurrent 
of 
wonder 
whether, 


should France persist in this attitude, 
a new deal in. international covenants 
may not be forced. The TIMES also 
points out that the ordinary Ameri- 
can, hearing^ "that France wants to 
build a big navy will wonder why 
France—again France—is standing in 
the way of disarmament." 


"It is possible that our senate inad- 


vertently has stumbled upon a prac- 
tice which will be of great importance 
in international diplomacy." suggests 
the New York GLOBE, (Ind.) "If legis- 
lative bodies took a constructive and 
responsible hand in treaty 
making 


the results might be different in the 
future." 
Yet this reasoning meets 


with determined opposition from the 
Detroit FREE PRESS (Ind.), Which 
sees in the French proposal to leave 
the determination of the dual prob- 
lem of what constitutes 
merchant 


vessels and also defensive operations 
in their behalf to a future confer- 
ence," nothing less than a scheme to 
bring about repudiation of the naval 
treaty." 
After commenting on 
the 


disappointment that marked the fail- 
ure of the French delegation to se- 
cure a naval ratio equal with Japan 
the newspaper continues: 
"It will 


he more honest and more straight- 
forward to refuse to ratify the treaty 
entirely than for Paris to make a pre- 
:enco of accepting it, while extirpat- 
ng- the provisions which are its vital 
part so far as France is concerned." 


This attitude, if persisted in, must 
esult in another wave of anti-French 
sentiment throughout

States in the belief of the Charleston, 
W. Va., MAIL, (Ind. Rep.), which in- 
erprets the French attitude as one 
'that, not content with mere reserva- 
tions that will define the treaties, in- 
sists on changing them by making- 
such exceptions in favor of herself 
as will have the effect of nullifying 
he naval agreements on the naval 
ratio." And, while agreeing that with 
tho example of the-"United States sen- 
ate before it tho French chamber can 
not adopt such reservations as it may 
desire, the Charleston, S. C., NEWS 
AND COURIER, (Dem.), suggests that 
.his action may result "in 
nobody 


vnowing whether the treaty has any 
oi-co or value." It suggests this may 
explain the refusal 
oL" former Presi- 


Icnt Wilson to accept the reservations 
.o the Treaty of Versailles because 
ho saw that the reservation foolish- 


ne<=s, if allowed to run on, would make

mpossiblc." The adoption of the pro- 
posed reservations, the Boston TRAV- 
ELER, (Ind), also believes "would re- 
open the entire-subject of naval ra- 
tios perhaps and in the end undoing 
tho main work of the conference." 


The ngitntion behind the reserva- 


tions is based upon tho belief of "many 
Frenchmen that Franco received the 
treatment of a second rale power at 
Washington," in tho opinion of the 
Little Rock, Ark., DEMOCRAT, (Dem.)

FRANCE NOT THE ONLX ONE 
Paris.—People have been so accus- 


tomed to think of France when armies 
were mentioned, and to stop there, 
that a military expert's summary, in 
the JOURNAL, of tho military- estab- 
lishments elsewhere in Europe is in 
structive. Russia has the 
biggest 


army, but there aro others, 
seldom 


mentioned, which far exceed the peace 
strength of the American land forces. 
The article says: 


"At a time when France is re-or- 


ganizing her army, it is interesting to 
realize the military strength of other 
countries in Europe. 


'Opposed to* France is first of all 


the German army, officially consisting 
of 100,000 men, with, a long term of 
service," making 
them 
worth 
three 


times as much in time of war. 
The 


country could mobilize easily under 
cover of this powerful army. 


"Italy is at the present time in a 


transition state, which will probably 
end in eight months service, though, 
for the present, the one year service 
still exists. When the service is re- 
duced to eight months, the army will 
consist of 175.000 men to which must 
be added a colonial army 
of 10,000 


white men"and 40",000 natives, making 
a total of 225,000 men. Of course as 
long as the one year service lasts, 
the effectives 
are greater, making 


about 250 000 men. Before the war it 
amounted to 274,000. 


"Czccho-Slovakia has an army with 


a normal effective 
of 
350,000 men. 


From German sources, however, we 
hear that last summer there wcie 180.- 
000 men under arms. The active army 
consists of 12 divisions, and 24 reserve 
divisions would be added 
to 
these, 


making tho mobilized army amount to 
1,750,000 men. 


"Jugo-Slavia had five classes under 


arms in the first months of 1921, mak- 
ing a total nt 190,000 men. 


'Greece is still engaged in a war 


in Asia Minor, which raises its- army 
to a relatively large effective. At the 
beginning of 1921 there were 240,000 
men, which aftor six months-increased 
to 300,000, of which 
200,000 arc 
in 


Asia. 


Wo come now to the conquered na- 


tions," continues the writer, "which 
are allowed by the treaties pnly to 
have a certain military strength. It 
must bo remembered that their armies 
consist of professional soldiers with 
long military service, so that in case 
of mobilization they would make ex- 
cellent 
non-commissioned 
Officers. 


They aro in reality staff regiments, 
and wo should be reckoning them be- 
low their real value if wo consider 
only their numerical strength. 


Some of these countries, 
however, 


find it very difficult to keep up this 
professional army to the strength al- 
lowed. 
Austria, for instance, has the 


right to 30,000 mon. 
But 
in 
the 


summer of 1921 she could only pro- 
vide 22,000. In Hungary tho, effective 
authorized by the Trianon Treaty is 
35,000 men. 
But there also the pop- 


ulation, consisting- largely of agricul- 
urists, is little inclined to provide pro 
fessional soldiers. 
The same may be 


said of Bulgaria, which is 
allowed 


20,000 mon. 


"Wo come now to a third group of 


states", those which are directly in 
contact with Bolshevist Russia; these 
arc Roumania and Poland. 


"According to German information 


there wcro <>n the Russian frontier, 3 
divisions of infantry and 3 brigades of 
cavalry with a 4th brigade at 
Lcm- 


borg. 
On t!'io Lithuanian 
frontier 


there wore one or two divisions with 
CAvalry. The remainder of the Polish 
army, consisting oC 32 to 14 divisions 
was stationed along tho German fron- 
tier. 
Finally a central army of 5 or 


G divisions was stationed near 
Wai- 


saw, making a total of about 25 div- 
isions. 


'VAs to Roumania, Us nrmy consists 


of 23 divisions. 


"Then comes tho srroat question of 


which it is very diffi-lilt to give an 
answer, that it, what is the strength 
of the Soviet army?- 
The last docu- 


ment that I know of i? a speech by 
Trotzky from tho 28th Dec. last. The 
rod army consisted i*ion of 1,370,000 
men. 


"In conclusion what is today 
the 


military aspect of the map of Europe? 
In the Centre is a group of profession- 
al armies, apparently not very large 
but made up of experienced men, cap 
able of providing excellent staffs; of 
those, tho Corman army is the 
only- 


one which is really strong; tho others 
in Austria, Hungary, and 
Bulgaria 


have groat difficulty in finding 
re 


cruits." In tho South the nations of 
tho Little Entente possess a consider 
able military strength, each Oho'ol 
these nations having an army varying 
from 200 to^ 300,000 men. In the West, 
France has from a military point of 
view, three frontiers;-she is surround- 
ed by countries whose effectives de- 
termine to a certain 
degree the 


strength of her own army: Spain with 
Jan army of 300,000 men, Italy with al- 
most as many, and 
Groat 
Britain 


whose army is practically 
non-exis- 


tnnl.

the Daily Mail, Z6e Kincaid says:— 


"One of my most pleasant experienc- 


es of everyday life in Tokio is the 
coming home for dinner after shop- 
ping, the Kuruma-ya ('ricksha-pul'ler) 
pulling me swiftly in his two-Wheeled 
vehicle through the darkening streets. 


"The man must light his candle in 


his oblong1 lantern 
before starting; 


otherwise a watchful policeman might 
reprimand him for carelessness. Then 
he steps within the shafts and away 
we go. 


"The entire population 
of the city 


seems to be flowing in one direction. 
Backed street 
cars rattle by, tired 


vorkers clinging like flies to the rear 
ilatforms, glad to be rushing to their 
dinners. 


"Motor omnibuses, with women con- 


ductors in command, rumble in and 
out among the crowds waiting at the 
street-car 
terminals. Business mng- 


lales sit back comfortably in bright 
lew motor cars, and elegant women, 
Weir black coiffures outlined against 
the upholstered cushions of the latest 
mportcd cars, pass swiftly by. 


"My man, feeling the competition of 


other 
fleetfooted runners 
carrying 


their fares to their destinations, quick- 
ns his pace and darts in between a 
medley of carts and horses and man- 
lulled freight at such a rate as to 
lazard both our Qives, to emerge at 
last in a quiet street where he settles 
down to a jog trot, leaving me free to 
look about and enjoy the sights of the 
shops—all open to the passerby. 


"The bright array of many-colored 


materials displayed outside the house 
of a dealer in dry goods'attracts my 
attention; then I gaze with fascination

was produced by the Provincetown

was pronounced the .best play of the 
year; another called it the best play 
ever written by O'Neill. 


Now the play is to be produced on 


Broadway by Arthur Hopkins in the 
hope that it will duplicate the New 
York success of "Anna Christie" and 
the continued road success of "Em- 
peror Jones." 


EIGHT EPISODES 


It will "probably fail in achevinig 


the success of either of these plays, 
but "The Hairy Ape," is significant in 
that it may mark the definite depar- 
ture of .O'Neill from the established 
dramatic form to which Broadway au- 
diences are accustomed. 


In "The Hairy Ape" O'Neil tells the 


story of the awakening of a proletar- 
ian mind in eight episodes—episodes 
which are brilliant, at 
times 
melo- 


dramatic, and whirh in every case 
make a terrific assault on the atten- 
tion of the audience. 


The dramatic form is that of "Em- 


peror Jones" and in adopting: this form
